BALDWIN WIN CALLS FOR RE-ARMING 


A Remedy Required 
An Editorial 


Here is Scene One of a local tragedy. 


Along the highway from Calgary to Edmonton a short 
time ago came a happy family party of five — father, 
mother, two grown sons and a little girl. They were driv- 
ing to Edmonton in the family car. 


Suddenly a big truck loomed up before them, skidded 
onto the wrong side of the road, and Crash!-!-! 


When passers-by ran to give aid, the little car was 
smashed to junk. Worse still, all the passengers were 
painfully injured—the woman with a fractured pelvis. All 
were hurried to hospital where broken bones were set and 
wounds stitched up. 


Scene Two opens when the injured persons call in 
professional assistance to enforce their legal rights—dam- 
ages for the wrecking of their car, payment of hospital 
and doctor bills, and compensation for the suffering and 
disability they must endure. 


Then the surprising fact is discovered that the owner- 
driver of the truck has little or no equity in it, and that 
he does not carry any liability insurance. If the injured 
persons were to sue, they would but throw their money 
away. The truck would be repossessed by the vendors; 
the owner-driver has no other assets. The five maimed 
victims must pay their own hospital bills; must suffer the 
loss of their car; must lose their time, suffer pain and 
disability without a cent of compensation. The truck 
driver and owner is judgment-proof 


The episode comes near home. Had you and your 
family been at the spot instead of this carload of people, 
you and yours would be the sufferers, would be now lying 
on beds of pain, suffering broken limbs, your car smashed, 
hospital and doctor bills incurred, and not a cent of com- 
pensation to be obtained. 


This is a peril every Alberta citizen faces each time 
he leaves the safety of his home so long as truck-drivers 
and truck-owners are allowed to drive their juggernauts 
along the public highways without the obligation to take 
out liability insurance, or give security for the compen- 
sation of those whom they may injure. 


This is a situation the provincial government may 
with approval deal with at the oncoming session of the 
Legislature. No such instrument of potential danger to 
the public as a heavy truck should be allowed on the high- 
ways unless the public is first given the protection of 
liability insurance. 


Auto stages which carry passengers are required to 
earry liability insurance. Trucks, which often lack the 
skilled and careful driving that marks the passenger 
stages, have equal need for compulsory liability insurance. 
Until that is made obligatory, no person is safe from be- 
ing placed in the unjust and injured predicament of these 
five victims of the recent accident on the Calgary Highway.

IL DUCE SHOULD WORRY!

Well, well! So the pundits of international 
finance are telling the world Italy can't possibly 
keep its Abyssinian war going until spring. Its 
finance, they learnedly explain, will utterly 
“collapse” in three months under the strain 

What the learned spokesmen for inter- 
national finance need is a sense of humor. Just 
twenty-one years ego they were telling the 
Kaiser and the Allies the same thing; Germany 
couldn't get money enough to keep going longer 
than three months at the outside. Then its 
financial structure would “collapse.” 

Wilhelm didn’t believe it, apparently, but 
the Allies did—and they paid a fearful price 
for their faith in the oracles. Spring came, and 
three more springs came, and found Germany 
still going strong so far as money was con- 
cerned. And when the “collapse” did come in 
the end of 1918 it wasn't a financial collapse, 
but 2 breakdown of morale resulting from a 
scarcity of supplies—not money. 

If a scarcity of money is the worst Mussolini 
has to fear, he needn't worry. He can make that 
without any trouble, in any quantity required, 
and make it do duty just like the printing-press 
currency of the international bankers. The 
Italians won't know the difference, any more 
than Canadians did when they were doing busi- 
ness with “fiat” war money. 


ANOTHER “MARCH” 
OTTAWA 

Mayor McGeer, with the backing of the 
Vancouver council, proposes that the mayors of 
Canadian cities make another pilgrimage to 
Ottawa to lay their troubles before the federal 
authorities. That there has been a change of 
Government there does not, unfortunately, 
change the fact that the cities are hard-pressed 
and unable to help themselves. Their burdens 
are as great as they were a year ago, and their 
revenues not increased. They are as much in 
need of assistance as then, and as much within 
their rights in asking for it 

It is to be hoped the mayors will get a more 
heJpful response if they journey to the capital 
again, as they are quite likely to do. At least 
it is certain they will get a friendly reception, 
an attentive hearing, and less in the way of 
lectures on the short-comings of their badly 
deflated taxpayers and admonitions to go home 
and collect the taxes they can't get in. 

Immediately, it is to be supposed, they will 
repeat the request that the Dominion bear the 
whole cost of direct relief made necessary by 
unemployment. Since the cities cannot stand 
this drain, and are not in fact meeting the de- 
mand out of current revenue, a settlement of 
this problem is inevitable, and the sooner it is 
gone about the better. 

Of even greater importance is the general 
refunding of city debts, which will certainly 
have to be brought about if they are to get 
again on a solid footing and be able to balance 
their budgets. That matter, too, is one to which 
their councils should continue to draw attention 
without ceasing; and Ottawa is the place it will 
have to get attention if there is to be effective 
action.

With elections settled in the province, the 
dominion, the city and the motherland, we can 
settle down to work now to make the best of 
things. 

Only “Gerry” McGeer and his C.C.F. op-

The Labor party in Britain lost office in a 
previous election over the publication of a pur- 
ported letter from Moscow (which later proved 
to be fraudulent), It suffered in yesterday's 
election by the raising of the war spirit over 
the Italo-Ethiopian affair, and to the indiscre- 
tion of a former Labor minister. 

Naval secrets are very jealously guarded in 
Britain. Even the published figures of the 
strength of the British air fleets and navy are 
probably much below the actual figures. New 
inventions to dea] with dangers which the last 
war revealed are the subject of close secrecy. 
In such an atmosphere, Albert Alexander, 
former First Lord of the Admiralty in the 
defunct Labor government, took it upon him- 
self to reveal a secret he had learned when in 
office—that British warships now carry huge 
eight-cylinder, water-cooled, anti-aircraft guns, 
capable of discharging eight 14-pound shells 
simultaneously, and with machine-gun rapidity. 
Mounted on swivel platforms the guns could 
throw a barrage of shell fire into the air. 

Mr. Alexander made his point that Britain is 
not as weak and unprepared in sea and air as 
the Conservatives sought to make out in their 
pleas for office. But whether it helped his party 
is another question. Not even the British work- 
ingman relishes giving away secrets of national 
defence. There is a threat of action under the 
Official Secrets Act. You may read more about 
the indiscretion of Mr. Alexander in a day or 
two, 


A great flying fortress came to grief on the 
Wright Field at Dayton, a couple of weeks ago. 
With 70-foot wings, four machine gun turrets 
and a speed of 256 miles per hour, the Boeing 
299 was regarded as the greatest battle plane 
ever designed. The four-motored plane had 
risen 200 feet from the ground when it lurched 
and began to wheel in a 10° degree turn. 
Watchers seeing that a crash was inevitable, 
ran to the far end of the field but not before 
the great plane had pancaked and burst into 
flames. At the peri! of their own lives two 
young officers ran into the flames with coats 
over their heads and dragged out the two test 
pilots—one of whom has since died. 

An enquiry has revealed that the $500,000 
airship had her controls locked. Half a day 
later another Bcreing plane cracked up while 
undergoing a test. The bodies of four men were 
found in the smouldering pile of twisted metal 
that remained. 

Four disasters in a row have caused suspicion 
to rise that sabotage was employed. It recalls 
the sequence of disasters that followed Uncle 
Sam's experiments with lerge dirigibles. We 
live in an atmosphere of war peri] in both 
hemispheres, Forty-one U.S. ngval planes last 
week finished a ten-day flight round the 
Alaskan panhandle to French Frigate shoals, 500 
miles west of Honolulu.

Looking at an advertisement in an Amer- 
ican magazine of the new eight-cylinder Buicks 
for 1936, selling (in United States) at $765 for 
a coupe and $885 for a four-door sedan, in- 
spires the hope that automobiles and auto parts 
will be on the schedules of the trade treaty to 
be announced by Premier King from Ottawa 
today or tomorrow. There are articles of com- 
mon use in which the spread between US. 
and Canadian prices is greater than between 
identical cars in the two countries—Eddy 
matches, for instance—but we notice the griev- 
ance more when we compare automobiles. We 
wonder why we must pay more for a “cheap” 
car in Canada than our American cousins have 
to pay for “high-priced” cars. 

At a Jasper avenue service station a few 
weeks ago an attendant asked me: “Do you 
want the cheap ggs at 28 cents?” That would 
make a good jeke across the border where 
ethyl gasolines sell on a basis of 20 cents per 
Imperial gallon--or even in British Columbia 
where last month I bought ethy!] gasoline at 26 
cents, and white gasoline for marine use at 
18 cents a gallon. (The latter only carries a 1 
cent tax). 

Premier Bennett wouldn't 
auto dealers to buy at the trade discounts 
allowed to American auto dealers. Canada had 
to be kept as a preserve where people receive 
less for their services, and pay more for every- 
thing they need (except diamonds). Even the 
Imperial treaty had to be over-ridden to keep 
high. We saw where it led to. Now we 
shall see where a contrary policy leads to 
whether it is true that trede and production 
are stimulated when wages are high and prices 
of manufactured goods kept low. 

We've had our fill of election contests. Now 
we must go to work, Today or tomorrow pro- 
gress in Canada will resume where it was inter- 
rupted in 1911 by that cry of hate and folly, 
No truek nor-teade with the Yankee.”

salad of endive with cream cheese dressing; 
gBrapejuice whip. 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Baked eggs; Melba 
toast; stewed apricots, Lunch: Buttered green 
peas; salad of cucumber, egg, lettuce and cress.

*MEAT LOAF—Grind through a_ food 
grinder only the lean portions of any left-over 
roast; discarding all fat and gristle. Mix in the 
desired amount of chopped celery and any 
other non-starchy vegetables you may have. 
Scatter through the mixture a generous number 
of ripe olives, moisten with a little hot water 
and form into a loaf. Bake in a tightly covered 
pan for fifteen or twenty minutes, removing 
cover and allowing to brown under the broiler 
flame for a few minutes. Serve garnished with 
parsley and a few ripe olives, 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION — Mr. Kenneth S. inquires: 
“Lately I have been having a troublesome 
abdominal pain; what is the most likely cause?” 

ANSWER-—It is impossible for me to attempt 
to tell you the cause without examining you, 
inasmuch as the abdominal area is a large 
area. Some of the more common causes of 
abdominal pain are: Appendicitis, accumula- 
tion of gas, stomach irriation, stomach ulcers, 
and colitis. As a generai rule, the symptom is 
persistent, that is, it tends to recur from time 
to time. I suggest that you secure an exam- 
inaion to find cut what is the underlying 
cause of the symptom, Mild pains in the abdo- 
men are frequently due to wrong habits of eat- 
ing or to sluggish elimination. Abdominal 
pains should not be disregarded. Temporary 
relief may be obtained through using hot appli- 
cations and it is very often necessary to use 
the enema. You should be careful to avoid 
strong cathartics as, 1f the cause of the pain 
is an inflammation or irritability of the in- 
testine, such remedies are contra-indicated. 
Occasionally, a pain which feels to the patient 
as though it were coming from the stomach, will 
be referred pain, actually due to a gall bladder 
disturbance. The best advice I am able so give 
you is to have a thorough examination made. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Lydia W. states: “I like to 
use canned milk for creaming vegetables. Is 
this al] right?” 

ANSWER: Canned milk is recommended 
for creaming vegetables.

credit people argue that banks 


private monopoly of a public as- 
set—i.e., the credit of the country 
I am not a specialist in banking. 
accounting, theology, engineering, 
social credit or evangelism, but it 
seems to me that application of 
horse sense to the question which 
is today so much in the eye of the 
public and of your correspond- 
ents will show the social credit 
people to be wrong. 

The Douglasites appear to claim 


that my cash and that of all other 
people who have built up a bank 
account becomes in some mysteri- 
ous way a national asset which 
belongs to the community. With 
that I vehemently disagree. 
Owners of individual parcels of 
land have the only rights on the 
properties. They have, of course, 
the important right of leasing 
their owner's rights to other peo- 
ple. But, except for non payment 
of just debts, including taxes, no 
one on this earth has the right to 
take their property away from 
them, or to claim that the com- 
munity share the ownership. 
This condition is also true of 
bank deposits. My bank account, 
such as it is, is my own I ac- 
quired it through the sweat of my 
brow. It is mine, like my 40- 
foot lot. It is not the public's, 
like High Park, I lease my cash, 
to the chartered bank. They pay 
me rental, at a low rate because 
they agree to give me possession 
on a moment's notice on any busi- 
ness day. In return for paying me 
rent for my money, the bank bas 
the privilege of investing it in 
leans or otherwise. I leave the 
character of the bank's invest- 
ment to the bank's discretion, be- 
cause I have confidence in it. 
If I lost confidence in the bank, 
I would withdraw my money and 
deposit it elsewhere. The banks 
dispense the money of 4,000,000 
other depositors like myself. They 
do not administer public assets, 
they administer assets belonging 
to 4,000,000 members of the pub- 
lic. To “nationalize” credit aris- 
ing from bank deposits would be 
akin to confiscation of the de- 
posits of these 4,000,000 depos. tors.

Current Comment 


RE: UNDING 

The proposed refunding scheme 
for Alberta raises some extremely 
ticklish issues. Judging from the 
meagre repor.s, the plan, on its 
own merits, sounds admirably 
sane. It is just the gort of pro- 
posal which may well have to 
be put into effect by half the 
Provinces in Confederation. 

Few details are yet available. 
In general outline, the scheme 
calls for refunding some $200,000,- 
000 of existing indebtedness, of 
which $150,000000 cons'sts of 
Provincial debts and the remain- 
der of obligations of the citie- of 
Edmonton and Calgary. The idea 
is to save the Province some 
$3,000 000 in annual interest and 
the cities about $1,000,000 by 
lowering the rafes paid from 
around 5 per cent to about 8 per 
cent. 

The core of the proposal lies in 
Dominion backing According to 
the Canadian Press despatch, 
“Mr. Aberhart said that, based on 
the line of total refunding, the 


Province could not undertake 
such a scheme alone, but would 
have to have Dominion backing 
Guarantees proposed are both 
Provincial and Federal. It may 
be that if the scheme is under- 
taken, ceriain avenues of Provin- 
cial revenue would be earmarked 
for submissidn to the Dominion 
Government to pay off the Dom- 
inion guerantee.” 

We might go a little further 
than that. The Province, alone. 
could not hope to refund i's own 
deb‘, let alone that of the cities, 
on particularly favorable terms, 
wi'hout Dominion backing. More 
and more, it is becoming evident 
that Dominion guarantees will 
have to be accompanied by some 
tort of Dominion control. Wheiher 
this is to take the form of @ na- 
tlonal Ioan council or some o her 
type of supervision remains un- 
certain, But effective contro) 
there must be, if we are to head 
off municipal and Provincial 
bankruptcy, leading on to nae 
tional insolvency.—Montreal Star.

The messages, it was said, assert- 
ed there is no other way of saving 
North China's 30,000,000 inhabitants

Yuan, acting mayor of Peiping, and 
Han Fu-Chu, chairman of the Shan- 
tung provincial government, de- 
manding that the Kuomintang Con- 
gress, now assembed in Nanking, 
“return” political power to the na- 
tion.

The negative 1 No Trump is 
employed to afford the opening bidder | 
an opportunity to reach the best call 
for. 26 cards, in case he becomes de- 
clarer. Only about half the hands | 
dealt give one of the four players a 
chance to go game. There must be 
many part scores made or slight sets | 
of weak declarations 

Outside of the negative no. trump, 
an overcall of partner's bid should be 
based chiefly upon probable ability to | 
fulfill the contract undertaken. Unless 
able to rebid or to show a second suit, 
an overcall of partner's suit make 
should show at least one quick - trick 
and three. supporting tricks for part- 
ner.
